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“IGNORANT” parents are putting 
children's lives at risk by parking 
outside a primary school. 

Police have now vowed to step 
in to tackle the problem at St 
John's Primary School in Ely 

For years, teachers and governors have 
tried to stop parents parking outside the 
gates and clogging up St John’s Road. 

While many walk with their youngsters 
or park their vehicles further away from 
the school, some parents continue to park 
dangerously, even on zig-zag lines and, at 
times, on a pedestrian crossing. 

In an attempt to stop the chaos, the 
school employed a part-time gatekeeper 
to monitor parking and move parents on - 
but the problem continues. 

Chris Ashley, the school’s bursar, said it 
has been an issue ever since she started 
there 18 years ago. 

She said: “Every single parent at our 
school knows they are not meant to park 
outside the gate but there are some 
ignorant ones who just do not listen. 

“What they don’t seem to realise is that 
they are putting theirs and other 
children’s lives at risk. 

“It’s just so dangerous - children 
crossing the road constantly have to 
weave between cars.

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‘No guarantees’ 
on new job cuts 


STAFF at East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council could 
face the threat of further 
redundancies, the Weekly 
News can reveal. 

Ten employees have already 
been made redundant and the 
authority says it cannot guarantee 
that more posts will not go. 

Earlier this year, all 220 employ¬ 
ees at the Ely-based council were 
consulted about job cuts and 15 
staff were put at risk of redundancy. 

In a bid to balance the budget for 
2010/11, the cash-strapped council 
needed to make more than 
£750,000 in staff savings alone. 

As a result, 10 people were made 
redundant. The other five were 
found alternative roles. 

But one disgruntled employee 
has spoken out and says working at 
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the council is like “living on tent¬ 
erhooks”. The woman, who wished 
to remain anonymous, said: “We 
have all been through so much 
over the past few months and the 
atmosphere has been terrible. 

“Nobody knew whether they 
were safe or not and many of us 
feel we were kept out of the loop by 
our bosses. None of us really know 
what’s around the corner.” 

She said there are rumours that 
further redundancies could be 
made and added: “We haven’t had 
anything confirmed from those 
above us yet. It’s very much a case 
of wait and see, which just isn’t fair 
on us.” 

fohn Hill, council chief executive, 


said: “We all worked very hard at 
the end of last year and the start of 
this to find the savings required to 
meet the budget deficit of 
£1.6million. 

“Throughout the process we 
have kept staff informed of the 
changes through individual meet¬ 
ings, team briefings and emails. 

“We identified the need to find 
over £750,000 in staff savings. 
Initially 15 staff were put at risk of 
redundancy - of these five were 
found alternative roles or received 
a contract extension but regrettably 
10 people did leave the authority. 

“In these difficult financial and 
politically uncertain times, no one 
in the public sector can guarantee 
there will not be further redund¬ 
ancies but we continue to work to 
deliver essential services for our 
residents.”

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Council cabinet plan 
^totally undemocratic’

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FURIOUS councillors fear they 
could be left without a voice if 
“totally undemocratic” plans to 
change decision-making proced¬ 
ures are given the go-ahead. 

They are urging members of the public to 
speak up against the East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) proposals. 

Liberal Democrat councillors insist the 
Conservatives’ move to introduce a cabinet- 
style local government system will have a 
“devastating” impact on decision-making. 

Lib Dem leader Gareth Wilson said the 
current system was adequate and the new 
style would cost taxpayers more. He said: 
“Key decisions will be taken with input from 
just one party and rubber stamped. To 
operate effective, democratic local govern¬ 
ment we need to hear both sides of the 
argument.” 

Under the current system, the majority of 
decisions are made by committees of coun¬ 
cillors from all parties. But the authority has 
launched a public consultation to look at 
swapping the system - including having a 
leader and cabinet or a directly-elected 
mayor and cabinet. 

The move would mean up to eight Tories 
would make the decisions on everything 
from transport issues to planning applic¬ 
ations without opposition input. The 
meetings would be open to the public. 

Lib Dem Cllr Ian Allen said alternative 
arguments needed to be heard and added: 
“The Tories would be given carte blanche to 
drive through their own agenda unchall¬ 
enged. This is totally undemocratic.” 

Cabinet-style government was discussed 
several years ago when the Lib Dems were in 
control of the council and rejected as 
“undemocratic”. 

But Bill Hunt, Tory councillor for the 
Stretham ward, rejected claims the changes 
would be undemocratic. He said: “Any 
elected member should listen to the people 
he or she represents and I look forward to 
hearing what people have to say. 

“That is why I am urging people to take 
part in this consultation.” 

Jeanette Thompson, head of legal and 
democratic services at ECDC, said: “We have 
a committee-based system which has served 
us well in the past, but it is no longer a model 
that any of the other councils in the county 
operate and nationally the vast majority 
have moved away from it.”

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Alleged child rapist ‘wore clown outfit’ 


A MAN accused of 20 sexual 
offences against a girl - some 
dating from before her 8th 
birthday - raped her while 
wearing a clown’s mask, a court 
was told. 

Anthony Hearn, 52, is on trial 
at Huntingdon Crown Court for 
the alleged offences, including 
one of rape, one of sexual ass¬ 
ault, four of sexual activity with 
a child and nine of indecent 
assault between J995 and 2007. 
He denies all the charges. 

The victim, now J8, told the 


jury on Tuesday she always had 
a fear of clowns. 

Recalling the alleged rape, 
she said: “The assault happ¬ 
ened when he had a clown’s 
outfit on. It was a clown’s face.” 

John Lloyd-Jones, cross- 
examining the woman, asked 
why she had not detailed the 
incident when she made a 
statement to police last year. 

She said she had been “in 
such a state” that she could not 
remember ah the details on 
that day. 


The court heard that in 
September 2008, when she was 
J6, the girl recorded part of a 
phone conversation with 
Hearn, of Linwood Lane, 
March, but she only revealed 
the details to police a year later. 

She said: “It was my word 
against his. I needed proof.” 

She denied “setting him up”. 

Asked by Mr Lloyd-Jones 
why she had “sat on” the rec¬ 
ording for a year, she said she 
had been afraid of what Hearn 
would do to her family. 


The court heard the young 
woman had a girl, now aged 3, 
when she was 15. 

She admitted playing truant 
from school and that social 
services had taken her daught¬ 
er away last year, though she 
sees her regularly and is trying 
to get her back. 

She told the court she visited 
Hearn after her daughter was 
born and accepted his offer of 
accommodation but it did not 
last for long.

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Teacher 
faces porn 
charges 


A SCHOOL teacher is accused of 
possessing sick images of child¬ 
ren and animals. 

Philip Scott, of Black Horse Drove, 
Littleport, faces 11 charges involving 
both moving and still images. 

The 43-year-old, who teaches at 
Springwood High School in King’s Lynn, 
appeared at Ely Magistrates Court last 
Thursday. 

Scott faces five charges of making 
indecent photographs of a child. 

The scale used to rate the severity of 
child pornography is from level one to 
five, with level five being the most severe. 

It is alleged that between November 1, 
2005, and December 31, 2007, he made 
43 still images at level one, one still 
image at level three, one moving image 
at level one, five moving images at level 
two and two moving images at level four. 

The teacher also faces four charges of 
possessing indecent photographs of a 
child on fanuary 28 in Littleport. 

They relate to 24 still images at level 
one, one moving image at level one, five 
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moving images at level two, and two 
moving images at level four. 

He also faces two charges of 
possessing extreme pornographic 
images of animals on fanuary 28 relating 
to 16 images of dogs with adult females. 

It is alleged there were also three 
images of horses with adult females. 

Scott entered no plea when he 
appearing before magistrates. 

The case was adjourned to fune 10 for 
further investigations. 

Scott was released on conditional bail 
to not leave the UK and not to visit any 
educational establishment. 

A statement from the principal of 
Springwood High School said: “I can 
confirm that Mr Scott has been 
suspended from the school pending a 
police investigation and subsequent 
charges. 

“These charges do not relate to any 
pupils at the school.”

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Taxpayers foot bill for 
‘at risk’ smokers’ area

THE lives of smokers who work 
at a council waste site are being 
put at risk, it has been claimed. 

Not because of the tobacco they 
inhale - but the risk they run of being 
hit by passing heavy vehicles at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
(ECDC) depot in Portley Hill, Little- 
port. 

Veolia, which operates from the site, 
has written to the authority claiming 
their workforce is being put at risk. 

Under the authority’s Smoke Free 
Policy, introduced in April 2006, those 
who smoke are not allowed to light up 
anywhere on the site. 

As a result, smokers stand next to 
the road and the site’s entrance, which 
is used by large vehicles. They fear they 
could be hit by a large refuse or re¬ 
cycling vehicle and are demanding a 
special smoking area be built for them. 

Veolia refused to comment on the 
issue but a council report highlighted 
the employees’ concerns. 

It said: “Veolia are concerned that 
due to the council’s Smoke Free Policy, 
their workforce is being put at risk. 

“The entrance gate to the depot is 
off the main road between Ely and 
Littleport, which can become busy at 
times. 

“Also, with the nature of work 
carried out at the site, large refuse and 
recycling vehicles use the entrance 
regularly. Employees are being put at 
risk of injury. 

“A designated smoking area on site 
would reduce the risk to an acceptable 
level.” 

Members of ECDC’s personnel 
committee have now agreed to build a 
smoking area at the site but must now 
find a suitable location. 

The project will cost around £100 of 
taxpayers’ money. 

Liz Knox, head of environmental 
services at ECDC, said: “Members of 
the personnel committee have agreed 
to create a designated smoking area at 
the Littleport depot for Veolia staff, 
subject to finding a suitable location. 

“While we all know the health risks 
inherent with smoking, the council 
does have a duty of care to those who 
do wish to smoke and currently the 
spot where they stand is used regularly 
by 26-tonne lorries which is clearly not 
safe for anyone. 

“The creation of the small area will 
costless than£100.”

The 44-year-old, from Ely, 
is believed to have stolen 10 
gold rings from Waterside 
Antiques, in Ely. 

The theft occurred on Tues¬ 
day, May 11 when a man ent- 
ered the popular antiques 
store, in Waterside, and tried 
to sell a digital camera to a 
member of staff. 


The employee refused and 
continued to serve another 
customer. 

The man left the shop 
around 10 minutes later, 
which is when staff noticed a 
number of price tickets 
strewn across the floor. 

The man used a sharp inst¬ 
rument to twist the lock on 
one of the jewellery cabinets 
and then stolen 10 gold rings 
from inside. 

He then tore the price 


labels off and left the shop. 

The rings are valued at 
between £600 and £700. 

The owner of the shop, who 
did not wish to be named 
through fear of repercussions, 
said: “It’s so annoying. I just 
hope whoever’s responsible is 
punished properly. 

“We do hourly checks in 
the store and it was only until 
after he had gone that we saw 
the price labels strewn across 
the floor. 


“The police were here really 
quickly after apparently rec¬ 
eiving a tip-off. 

“It’s just frustrating to think 
that this man could have got 
away with it and fingers 
crossed he won’t.” 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary 
confirmed that a 44-year-old 
man from Ely was arrested on 
suspicion of theft. He has 
been bailed to return to Ely 
police station next Tuesday.

Sir, There has been a recent spate of 
correspondence regarding the 
financial acumen of the rival 
Conservative and Liberal Democrat 
groups in their respective years of 
control at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC). 

I should like to move the discussion 
on, but with the addition of the 
quality of service delivered for money 
spent. After all, value for money is 
uppermost in our thoughts and 
quality of life - “the big society” - is a 
recent election slogan. 

My example would be the domestic 
waste collection service. Most people 
want good recycling facilities, the 
Liberal Democrat-controlled council 
began the effort to improve and excel 
in this area. In 1999/2000, ECDC was 
top of the league in Cambridgeshire 
with 16 per cent recycling: the other 
districts were all on single figures with 
Fenland on 6 per cent and Hunts just 
scraping 10 per cent. Fast forward to 
2009 and we find that Hunts is on 57 
per cent and ECDC is on 37 per cent. 
This has recently fallen further to 35 
per cent and completes a neat 
reversal where our authority is now 
the worst performer. 

Does this matter? Yes it does, ECDC is 
now missing national and local 
targets to which it has signed up. This 
will, in due course, affect the amount 
of central Government support on 
which it is heavily dependent. 

Worse, the existing collection service 
prioritises landfill by offering an 
unlimited weekly black bag 
collection, while offering recycling on 
a fortnightly basis. The recent 
removal of the plastics collection and 
bottle banks will not help the 
situation. The council is likely to face 
further pressures to sort different 
streams of recyclables in future, but 
our current collection methods will 
not allow this. 

Immediately after the last district 
council elections when the 
Conservatives took control, a new 
contract was let with Veolia. The 
Liberal Democrats openly supported 
an alternate weekly service as all our 
neighbours enjoy. This would have 
increased our recycling rates to 
similar high levels. 

Critically, one of the bidders for the 
contract could have been chosen 
offering alternate weekly collections 
using three containers. That high 
performing option would have been 
cheaper than the existing bag system. 
The Conservatives did not listen to 
reasoned economic and social 
arguments then, and it has cost the 
district dear. Not only would the 
contract have been cheaper but the 
council would have earned extra in 
terms of recycling credit rewards, the 
amounts per annum would have 
been in six figures. 

For those properties that could not 
accommodate bins, a bag option 
would be made available, as happens 
across Cambridgeshire. Interestingly, 
our neighbours have higher resident 
satisfaction with services than our 
council can manage. 

I would propose that the district 
council make urgent and radical 
changes to the service on both 
economic and environmental 
grounds. The Conservative group 
took their eyes off the ball, a council 
should run excellent services, not run 
off on indulgent and expensive 
Masterplanning whimsy. Recent 


difficulties with the bottle banks are a 
symptom of a much greater problem 
that really must be grappled with. 

The Liberal Democrat group looks 
forward to an improved service and 
will support changes that bring real 
improvements. The Conservative 
group must admit past mistakes, 
make evidence based decisions, 
accept advice, and move on.

Decision to make 
on new system 

Sir, A consultation on the best way to 
make decisions in East 
Cambridgeshire has just begun. At 
the moment, the council has a 
system where the majority of 
decisions are taken by committees of 
councillors. Residents will now be 
asked whether the council should 
look at changing the system for a new 
model, such as leader and cabinet, or 
to retain the current system. I urge all 
residents of East Cambridgeshire to 
become involved in this consultation 
to make sure the public has a voice in 
the decision. 

For my part, I am entirely opposed to 
the leader/cabinet system of local 
government and even more opposed 
(if that’s possible) to the 
mayor/cabinet system. I do not 
accept the last Government’s 
contention that either is more 
responsive to the electorate, since the 
majority of individual members, who 
are immediately available to their 
electors, have little say on a council’s 
decisions. No doubt it can be argued 


that these alternatives are more 
‘efficient’ if efficiency simply involves 
speed of decision making. In that 
case, a dictatorship would be even 
more efficient. Allegedly, Mussolini 
made his railway system more 
‘efficient’ by shooting drivers of trains 
that were late. 

Local members ought to have the 
ability to influence council policy. 
Under the cabinet system this is only 
true for a limited number of 
members. I opposed this change 
when it was initially introduced 
nationwide and my observations of 
local councils, which all operate this 
system, have only hardened my view. 
They are systems which are direct 
copies of the Whitehall situation and 
are entirely inimical to the idea of 
local involvement and 
accountability. The fact that leaders 
can meet with other local leaders and 
give immediate assurances of some 
action, which they see as an easier 
route, simply confirms my view that 
this would be a backward step. 

There is also a great likelihood that 
this system will not be attractive to 
possible candidates for election, 
since apart from regulatory 
committees, they will be largely 
powerless. I don’t approve of the 
leader/cabinet system for any local 
government authority and certainly 
not for East Cambridgeshire, which 
has been lucky in being small 
enough to retain the committee 
system. The fact it’s anticipated that 


in future the committee system will 
be abolished for all but parish 
councils is no argument for change, 
since it will be detrimental for 
democracy.

ECDC has also announced 
recently that all motorists could 
soon have to pay for parking in 
the city centre, as Civil Parking 
Enforcements could be intro¬ 
duced in 2011.

■ Sustainable transport options 
including the provision of park 
and ride service and improved 
public transport services to 
outlying areas. 

The working party will also be 
sticking to a special timetable, 
aimed at introducing major 
changes by spring 2011. 

Surveys and questionnaires are 
expected to start next month, 
with major public consultations 
set to be held in November.

T he brother of inspir¬ 
ational cancer fund¬ 
raiser Liam Fairhurst is 
to cycle the length of Britain 
in his memory. 

Determined to ensure Liam’s 
fundraising legacy lives on, Callum 
Fairhurst, 12, has launched a 
major bike ride to raise thousands 
of pounds for children’s cancer 
charity CLIC Sargent - the charity 
his brother fought tirelessly to 
support.

“Liam started fundraising in 
lack’s memory when lack sadly lost 
his brave battle in August 2006. 

“Callum is doing a fantastic job 
in raising awareness of cancer 
despite die fact that he is grieving 
for the loss of Liam, his incredibly 
brave brother.” 

Liam died aged 14 on luly 1 last 
year after a four-year batde with 
cancer. 

The Soham Village College pupil 
had raised more than £320,000 for 
children’s cancer care charity CLIC 
Sargent despite batdes against 


tumours in his leg and lung. 

Liam’s family described him as a 
“beacon of hope”, while CLIC

JIM Paice, returned MP for South 
East Cambridgeshire, has been 
appointed the Government's new 
agriculture minister. 

The 61-year-old Conservative MP’s 
whole life and political career has revol¬ 
ved around farming. 

Last week’s announcement comes after 
he held onto the constituency seat he was 
first elected to 23 years ago. 

Mr Paice, who has his own herd of 
cattle, will now serve as agriculture min¬ 
ister in a department led by Caroline 
Spelman, who was appointed Secretary of 
State for the Department for Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs. 

The MP, from Fordham, had held the 
post of shadow agriculture minister in 
opposition since 2004. 

Prior to that, he was an opposition 
spokesman for agriculture between 1997 
and 2001. 

He also served briefly as Secretary of 
State for the Environment under the 
previous Tory Government. 

Speaking after accepting the position 
within the new coalition Government, Mr 
Paice said, “I was honoured to be asked by 
David Cameron to take on this role which 
I have spent much time preparing for in 
opposition. 

“I came into politics with a desire to 
change things for the better, especially for 
rural communities, and I believe that this 
position within the new Government will 
offer me real opportunities to do that. 

“Like all Government departments, we 
will have tough decisions to make as 
regards spending, but I am excited by the 
challenges ahead and the potential to 
improve life for our farmers, and the 
millions of people who live in rural areas.”

A HOMECOMING parade for 
heroes of the Royal Anglian 
Regiment will take place in Ely 
next month. 

About 500 members of the regiment’s 1st 
Battalion - known as the Vikings - will 
march through the city’s streets on the 
evening of Wednesday, June 16, following 
their return from Afghanistan. 

It will follow a parade by The Vikings in

Colonel Tony Slater, the regiment’s area 
secretary, said: “Many of the soldiers are 
born and bred in Cambridgeshire, so it will 
be a particularly proud day for them. 

“The city will be welcoming home the 
battalion after an extremely successful tour 
and giving thanks for the safe return of our 
soldiers.

The evening will be 
tinged with sadness as it is one that has 
come at a price.” 

Among the Vikings’ casualties this year 
was Private Robert Hayes, 19, from 
Burwell, who was killed by an improvised 
explosive device in Helmand province on 
Ianuary3. 

Colonel Slater urged people to line the 
streets to show their support for the troops. 

“The soldiers get told of the enormous 
support for them, but they don’t actually 
see it until they get back,” he said. 

“The parade will be led by D-company, 
which is made up mostly from 
Cambridgeshire lads, so it would be 
fantastic to see a big crowd out to support 
them.” 

The Vikings will also be on parade in 
Huntingdon.

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A QUIRKY gift shop is up for sale, 
just three years after it opened. 

The Bay Tree, in High Street Passage, 
Ely, is on the market and a closing down 
sale is currently under way. 

Owner Gail Tietz said the economic 
downturn had forced her into the sale. 

She told the Weekly News : “Ely is dead - 
there is no other way to describe it. 

“The shop is quite a large, two-storey 
building and I’m simply not making 
enough money to keep re-stocking it. 

“We opened in 2007 and things went 
okay at first.

Mrs Tietz took the business over from 
her sister, who used to run a similar shop 
in St Ives, which also shut down.

“It’s a very sad thing but we can’t keep 
going. It’s back to reality for us now.” 

The shop is on the market with 
Cheffins. 

■ It comes just a week after the Weekly 
News revealed popular farm shop and 
greengrocers, Griffin’s Country Store, in 
Three Cups Walk, was up for sale. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, the business’ 
leaseholder, is trying to sell the lease after 
taking it on just two years ago. 

The business has a liquor licence plus a 
live and recorded late night music licence, 
which are both currently unused.

join our teams, no previous medical 
training is necessary as full training will 
be provided by Magpas. 

“We would like to thank all the supp¬ 
orters locally who have organised 
events and other fundraising activities 
to raise the start up funds.” 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
Magpas announced earlier this year 
that it wanted to set up the teams in 
the villages. 

Community first responder groups, 
which Magpas has set up in villages 
across Cambridgeshire, complement 
the ambulance service by getting to the 
scene of an emergency and giving 
medical support before paramedics 


arrive. With the medical training 
provided, first responders can make 
the difference between life and death. 

Miss Greaves said: “Community first 
responders all volunteer to do some¬ 
thing extraordinary. 

“The idea behind it is quite a simple 
one - local people can get to local 
emergencies very quickly because they 
are just around the corner. 

“Time is a very important factor and 
ambulances can’t be everywhere at 
once.”

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Firm in fight for ‘awful’ flats 



TILING 


A PLANNING appeal 
has been launched 
after proposals to build 
flats in one of Ely’s 
most historic areas 
were refused. 

Plans to build “awful” new 
apartments south of 2-2A 
Forehill may have been 
thrown out in March but the 
controversial building 
scheme is now back in the 
spotlight. 

The development plans, 
submitted by Premier Travel 
Holdings Ltd, included four 
one-bedroom and one two- 
bedroom flats on the site, as 
well as bin stores, bike 
shelters and two additional 
access points. 

The land runs adjacent to 
Ely’s quirky Three Cups Walk, 
overlooks the fields near 
Cherry Hill and backs on to 
the gardens of The Almonry, 
with Ely Cathedral in clear 
view from all points. 

As a result, there was 
widespread anger about the 
plans, including from Rich¬ 
ard Hobbs, the former mayor 
of Ely. 

Speaking at the time of the 
refusal, he said the site was 
“worth so much more” than 
flats and added: “I am 
delighted the plans have 
been turned down. 

“I honestly believe if these 
plans had been passed we 
would have lost one of the 
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city’s last remaining prime 
sites forever. 

“The proposals have been 
an issue for years and I have 
been determined to fight 
them from the moment I 
came across them. 

“To see awful flats built on 
this amazing piece of land 
would have just been dev¬ 
astating.” 

Members of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee rejected 
the proposals. 

Concerns had been raised 
by the City of Ely Council, 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s archaeology and 
highways chiefs, English 
Heritage and an architectural 
liaison officer. 

There were also fears 
about the loss of important 
trees on the site and the 
affects the flats could have 
on the historic character of 
the area. 

But Premier Travel Hold¬ 
ings Ltd has now submitted 
an appeal with the Planning 
Inspectorate. 

A district council spokes¬ 
man confirmed the appeal 
had been submitted.

Go hide then 
seek animals 
In new study 


NATURE lovers are being 
given the chance to help 
local wildlife. 

The Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Tmst (WWT) in Welney is asking 
residents across Cambridge¬ 
shire to help with its study into 
the effects wetlands may have 
on the range of wildlife found 
nearby 

The UK-wide study is invest¬ 
igating whether having a pond 
or other wetland in gardens, 
local parks, school grounds and 
allotments affects the range of 
animals found there. 

People are being asked to take 
part in the survey, which marks 
the International Year of Bio¬ 
diversity, between tomorrow 
and Monday May 31.

AN elderly rights campaigner 
has vowed to take his fight to the 
steps of Downing Street. 

Ed Mullenger, an Ely carer and found¬ 
er of the Elder Protection campaign, told 
the Weekly News he has more faith in 
David Cameron introducing changes to 
stamp out elderly discrimination and 
abuse than Gordon Brown. 

Mr Cameron has promised to pass 
tougher laws to protect the elderly, 
saying he is “horrified” by the “in¬ 
humane and degrading” abuse of elderly 
people in some care homes.

“It is now time for him to make a 
difference and deliver the urgent 
legislation needed to protect the elderly:

It’s back to the wild for 
Chelsea show gardens 



T he credit crunch 
may be over, but 
concerns about 
our environment 
remain in full swing, 
which explains why 
many of the 33 show 
gardens at this year’s 
RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show are taking wildlife 
or biodiversity as their 
theme. 

Of course, the RHS flagship 
show will, as always, include 
the weird and the wonderful. 
This year, visitors will see a 
huge floral Chinook 
“hovering” in the Great 
Pavilion and fake grass will 
be laid for the first time. And 
the most expensive garden 
ever created at Chelsea, The 
Ace of Diamonds garden - 
costing a cool £20 million 
and featuring jewels 
including a £lm peony¬ 
shaped ring with pink and 
green gems - will no doubt 
attract attention. 

But there’s also a big 
wildlife theme at this year’s 
event, with much more 
serious undertones. Show 
gardens include a bee- 
friendly plants courtyard 
garden, a sustainable 
highland garden, an RHS 
biodiversity display and the 
Bradstone biodiversity 
garden. 

The RHS is marking the

2010 United Nations’ 
International Year of 
Biodiversity at the show by 
highlighting that gardens 
have an important role to 
play in helping to slow down 
the global decline of 
biodiversity, yet are 
increasingly threatened by 
development. 

Its display will show that 
gardens are Britain’s biggest 
wildlife reserve, for example 
highlighting that they have a 
greater density of bumblebee 
nests than any other habitat 
and what we can do to help 
wildlife in our outside 
spaces. 

Guy Barter, head RHS 
advisor, explains: “Any 
garden, whether 
contemporary or more 
traditional, is full of living 
organisms and is remarkably 
rich compared to other 
environments, such as some 
kinds of modern farmland. 

“Diversity in garden types 
and styles, taken with other 
nearby features - railways, 


canals or parks for example - 
provide the range of habitats 
that make urban 
environments so effective in 
sustaining biodiversity.” 

Visitors to the display will 
see different planting 
combinations and materials 
to encourage wildlife and get 
advice on sustaining living 
organisms. The RHS exhibit 
is one of 11 in the 
Continuous Learning 
section, which will all be 
highlighting the power of 
plants. 

Another highlight is the 
One Plot Pledge, a grow- 
your-own exhibit 
demonstrating that vegetable 
gardening can be just as 
attractive as gardening with 
ornamentals and has added 
health benefits. It has been 
created by herb expert, 
broadcaster and author fekka 
McVicar and charity Garden 
Organic. 

The biodiversity theme 
continues in the World Land 
Trust exhibit Saving the 
Atlantic Rainforest, a major 
hotspot and home to 20,000 
plants species, 40 per cent of 
which are endemic. 

What can we take away 
from Chelsea with us this 
year? There are those 
gardeners who will groan at 
the thought of leaving untidy 
nettle beds or log piles to 
attract butterflies and 
hedgehogs on an otherwise 
beautifully ordered plot. 


But there are things you 
can do to help biodiversity 
and keep your open space 
looking its best, even if you 
have the most formal of 
gardens. 

Many brightly coloured 
and scented flowers are a 
magnet to pollinating 
insects. 

Think of divine low hedges 
of lavender, beautiful cottage 
garden favourites such as 
roses, nepeta and foxgloves. 
Stick to the old-fashioned, 
single varieties that haven’t 
been too hybridised, as bees 
find it difficult to extract the 
pollen from most double- 
flowered types. Plate-like 
flowers such as asters, 
Michaelmas daisies and 
rudbeckia are all great for 
pollinating insects. 

Install a water feature - it 
doesn’t have to be a huge 
pond - and soon you will 
have frogs, birds and other 
creatures visiting it. 

Plant mixed hedges such 
as hawthorn, yew and field 
maple to attract wildlife, 
while berried shrubs will be a 
magnet for birds. 

And if it all sounds like a 
bit of a yawn, you can always 
shelter under the “hovering” 
floral Chinook in the Grand 
Pavilion.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Dicentra spectabilis 
(Bleeding heart) 

These pretty, delicate- 
looking cottage garden 
perennials grow to around 
lm (3ft) and produce 
beautiful pink and white 
heart-shaped flowers which 
last for six to eight weeks in 
late spring. The deep pink 
locket-like flowers which 
hang from the arching stems 
bear protruding white petals. 
The foliage is also pretty and 
lasts long after the flowers 


have faded, producing a 
ferny froth under trees or 
around shrubs. They are also 
extremely easy to grow, 
thriving in humus-rich soil in 
light shade, although they 
will be happy in a sunny 
border provided you don’t let 
the soil dry out. They are also 
effective as ground cover in 
woodland gardens. To keep 
them healthy, apply a mulch 
each May. Dicentra 
spectabilis dies down after 
flowering. Clumps should be 
divided in autumn or spring.

In the initial launch phase the

stop and recuperation systems.

The new 1.2 TFSI petrol engine 
linked exclusively to a five-speed 
manual transmission kicks off 
the range, its 84bhp and 160Nm 
peak power and torque outputs 
enabling a 0-62mph time of 
11.7 seconds and a 112mph top 
speed, delivered with 55.4mpg 
capability and low C02 of 
118g/km. 

The more familiar 1.4 TFSI 
power unit is next in line, and 
delivers its 120bhp and 200Nm 
via the standard six-speed 
manual gearbox or the optional 
seven-speed S tronic twin-clutch 
transmission.
